Hair Dyes 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

History tells us that hair dyes were well 
known to the Romans. That the unwise use of 
hair dyes might produce poisoning had been 
discovered before the time of Ovid, who re- 
ferred to this type of poisoning and also dis- 
cussed the dryness and brittleness which might 
follow the use of dye on the 
hair. Among the Roman beau- 
ty operators it was the cus- 
tom to protect the face of the 
one having the hair dyed, 
such protection being given by 
first greasing the face, which 
prevented discoloring of the 
skin by dye which accident- 
ally dropped upon it while 
the hair was being colored. 
There is also evidence to be- 
lieve that in those times, dur- 
ing the dycing process, the mouth was filled 
with oil for the purpose of preventing discolor- 
ation of the teeth, until the dye had dried. The

Romans used lead dyes and also mixed toge- 
ther walnut and acorn juice, which mixture 
was combed through the hair to change its 
color. 


Of all of the hair dyes which have been em- 
ployed, probably henna is the safest to use and 
it is interesting to know that the ancient Egyp- 
tians used the leaves of henna to color the hait 
The hair of one of the royal mummies was 
found to be a bright reddish hue, probably im- 
parted through the use of henna. It is also 
thought that the Egyptians used henna to color 
the fingernails. 

Undoubtedly, there is just as much interest 
today in the subject of dyeing the hair as there 
existed among the Egyptians and Romans. I 
know that I frequently receive inquiries as to 
the safety of various types of hair dyes. Those 
dyes containing lead should be avoided, but as 
a general rule, most of the other dyes are non-

‘Blood Vessels Supplying 


Kidneys Found to 


Blame

ANN ARBOR, Mich., March 7.— 
A remedy for advanced cases of 
| high blood pressure by surgical re- 
; moval of nerve parts which serve 
the body cavities was advocated to- 


| day before the American College of 
Physicians 
| Dr. Max Minor Peet of the Uni- 
| versity of Michigan Department of 
| Medicine, told a general session of 
the college that it was now believ- 
ed that high blood pressure was 
essentially a nervous disorder, of- 
ten hereditary, which responds to 
this treatment 

The operation, successful in a 
large number of cases at the Uni- 
versity, he declared, is to elimin- 
Ste constriction or drawing to- 
gether of the blood vessels which 
supply the kidneys 

Tt has been used on 130 patients 
with advanced high blood pressure 
| who did not have hardening of the 
arteries as a complication. While 
four per cent died as the result of 
the operation, 15 per cent apparent- 
ly were cured, 21 per cent showed 
| marked improvement, 26 per cent 
were moderately benefitted, and 17 


}per cent showed slight improve- 
;ment. Only 7 per cent failed to 
benefit,

Prior to 17th Dec., 1846, when the! 
postal system of the island was) 
completely re-Organized and rates 
fixed for overseas and inland mails, 
little is known of this postal his- 
tory of Mauritius. Record states 
clearly that stamps were about to 
be issued, prepayment of postage 
upon letters leaving the Colony be- 
ing made compulsory, 

Stamps were ordered to be pre-| 
pared, but local means for their 
production being non-existent, one 
Barnard of St. Louls was entrust- 
ed with the job, who engraved by 
hand both the required values upon 
a ladies’ visiting card plate, meas- 
uring 53x36 mm.
